Located in the geographical center of Mississippi, Leake 
_County was often a stopping place for Mississippi travelers and 
those from other states. Whether they just passed through, 
stayed a few years, or stayed for the rest of their lives, the 
names of pgople who came to Leake County often found their 
way into the local weekly newspaper, The Carthaginian. Estab- 
lished in the county seat, Carthage, in 1872, The Carthaginian, 
has chronicled happenings in Central Mississippi since that time. 
This book consists of chronological abstracts of genealogical 
value gleaned from the earliest existing issues to the turn-of-the- 
century. The author cites more than births, deaths, and mar- 
riages. Among the types of items appearing in the book are: 
social notes on visiting relatives, or Leake Countians traveling to 
visit kin in other places; notes on illnesses, accidents, fires, and 
other disasters; comments by the editors or the correspondents 
referring to the character of individuals;. articles on new homes, 
businesses, change of occupation, or people moving into or out 
of the area; advertisements of local businesses and products; 
elections, pollworkers and public officials; school events and 
honor students; club meetings, church events and veterans 
reunions; court cases, court notices and homestead notices. 

Although the abstracts do not start until the early 1870s, 
references to the early years of Leake County are found in the 
letters to the editor, death notices, and other items. 

With the references in the homestead notices, the researcher 
may obtain land patent documents through the National Ar- 
chives. Also valuable are items showing the movement of people 
from place to place in the late 1800s. These give clues to their 
whereabouts between the censuses and often give hints or 
reasons of why they moved. People from many other locations 
are mentioned in the.book, since the newspaper copied items 
from other weeklies about happenings in the neighboring coun- 
ties of Neshoba, Scott, Attala, Holmes, and other parts of the ' 
state.

James Knox Paulk was born March 11, 
1850 in Ozark, Dale County, AL, the son of 
Alfred H. and Dortha Sheffield Paulk. He 
married America Graves Oct. 18, 1877 at 
Camp Colorado, TX. She was the daughter 
of Lawrence Decatur and Mary Ann Martin 
Graves. They were parents of Annie, 
Thomas, John, Daniel, Bertha, Joseph, 
Dorothy, Elster (Dick), Zora, William and 
Mary. He was a Texas Ranger, serving in 
Capt. Maltby’s unit. He enlisted in the Civil 
War at the age of 15.

born in 1773 in Pennsylvania. He was a 
farmer, magistrate, elder and precentor for 
over forty years in the Presbyterian Church 
in Kentucky and Indiana. He was married 
to Sally Henry. His father, James Thomson, 
migrated from his birthplace in Ireland, to 
Pennsylvania in 1771. His father, William 
Thomson was born in Glasgow, Scotland 
and migrated to Ireland. 

John Thomson married Susan Tabitha 
Dwight Howe, born in Belchertown, MA. 
They were married in Indiana in 1833 and 
migrated to Greene County, MS about 1840. 
Susan was the daughter of Joanna Smith 
and the Honorable Estes Howe. Joanna was 
born in Hadley, MA. Her forefather, Lt. 
Samuel Smith, born in 1602, and Elizabeth, 
his wife, sailed on the ship ELIZABETH 
from Ipswitch to Salem, MA, leaving April 
30, 1634. He settled in Withersfield, CT and 
later in Hadley where he held important of- 
fices in church and state. He is one of the 
Founders granted land there by the General 
Council in 1661. 

Susan’s father graduated from 
Dartsmouth and was a lawyer, merchant 
and a democratic politician. The Honorable 
Estes Howe practiced law first in Sutton, 
MA and then in Albany, New York, where 
he was a merchant, councillor, and recorder 
of the city of Albany 1821-1825. He died in 
Albany Dec. 25, 1827 at the age of 48. He 
is buried in Belchertown, MA. 

His father is the Dr. Estes Howe, his 
mother Susannah Dwight. Dr. Howe serv- 
ed in the Revolutionary war as a surgeon. 
He graduated fron Harvard, lived and prac- 
ticed medicine, and raised his family in 
Belchertown, MA where he is an original 
founder. In 1825 when ill and paralyzed, he 
was visited by Lafayette. Susannah’s 
ancestor, John Dwight, arrived and found- 
ed Dedham, MA in 1634. 

Minnie’s mother, Effie Thomson, born 
1848, was educated at Salem Academy in 
Leaf, MS, Greene County. She was a teacher 
for many years in Escatawpa. After her 
daughter married, she lived with her and her 
son-in-law in Moss Point until her death in 
1926. She was loved by her grandchildren 
and others very much. 

Minnie married Clarence Leland Couch, 
Sr., known as Duggie, born in Kentucky, 
Dec. 25, 1877. They married in Escatawpa, 
June 1900. Duggie is the son of Richard and 
Fannie Devine Couch. His father, Richard, 
was born in England and his mother in 
Kentucky. They lived in Escatawpa until 
1906, when they bought the old family 
Couch home on Griffin street in Moss Point, 
where Duggie lived as a boy. The home is 


now the residence of Mrs. Eloise Bosarge, 
their daughter. 

They were faithful in the Baptist faith and 
raised most of their children to become 
members in that faith. 

Duggie worked at Dantzler’s lumber mill 
as a talley man. His job was to mark the 
amount of board feet in every piece of lumber 
that came out of the mill band saws. 

In 1919, Duggie and Minnie bought a 
grocery store and a home on Dantzler Street 
near the school. There he stayed in business 
until his death in 1946. Minnie and her son, 
Clarence, Jr., ran it until her death in 1954. 

They lived a full and useful life with eleven 
children and these produced twenty three 
grandchildren. Their children were: Eloise, 
born Dec. 28, 1904, married Henry Bosarge. 
Loren “Bud”, born Aug. 25, 1906, married 
Mattie Smith. Hannah, born June 6, 1908, 
married Oliver Ladnier. Nellie, born May 1,

COURTNEY, JAMES 


AND NANCY HAVARD | 


James and Nancy Courtney were residents 
of Jackson County, MS in the 1840s and 
1850s. Nancy Havard, born 1810 in Georgia, 
was the daughter of John and Celia Havard. 
She died between 1850-1860 and is buried in 
Shady Grove Cemetery near her parents. 
Shady Grove Cemetery was originally the 
John Havard Family Cemetery. John was 
the first person buried there about 1834. It 
is believed that James Courtney was born 
in Georgia about 1801. His birth date varies 
on the census records as does his birth place. 
Traditionally, James lived to be 104 years 
of age. He is probably buried in Greene 
County, MS. He was a blacksmith. 

James Courtney and Nancy Havard mar- 
ried about 1826 in Jackson County. In 1836, 
James Courtney and Celia Havard, his 
mother-in-law, owned 159 and 58/100 acres 
located in the North East quarter of Section 
13 of Township 2 South of Range 7 West. 
This land is located in Central Community 
of present George County. The land 
certificate is now owned by the great-great- 
great-great Childress grandson of James and 
Nancy Courtney. On Sept. 1, 1846, James 
and Celia sold the above land to Charles 
Eubanks, another son-in-law of Celia’s. Some 
of Charles and Alley Elizabeth Havard 
Eubanks’ descendants still own some of this 
land. 

Where James and Nancy Courtney lived 
after selling the above property is unknown. 
In 1860, James and his children were still in 
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Jackson County and were probably living in 
the Benndale Community. According to the 
1860 census record, James had remarried 
within the year. Efforts to locate the James 
Courtney Family in 1870 had been unsuc- 
cessful. According to Jim Dickerson, a great 
grandson of James and Nancy, the Courtney 
family did not settle in one place. In 1880, 
James Courtney, age 90, and Ella Courtney, 
age 80, were living with Joseph and Sarah 
Courtney Dickerson in Greene County. It is 
assumed that Ella Courtney was the lady 
James married in 1860 and that there were 
no children born to this union. 


The children of James and Nancy . 
Courtney as listed on the 1850 and 1860 cen- 
suses of Jackson County were: (1) Charles 
Courtney, born in 1827, He married Lucinda 
Mizell about 1853. Their children were: 
Susan Ollivan, born in 1855; James Monroe, 
born in 1857; Phillip Bruner, born in 1858; 
and Elisha, born in 1860. It has been said 
that Charles Courtney died of wounds in the 
Civil War, but according to Underwood 
Courtney, a grandson, Charles died in 1862 
of tuberculosis. Following the death of 
Charles, Lucinda and their children moved 
to Washington County, AL to be near her 
people. (2) James Courtney, born in 1829, un- 
traced. (3) William Courtney, born in 1832, 
untraced. (4) David Courtney, born in 1836. 
David married Emma Harriet Howington 
Dec. 5, 1895 in Greene County. She was the 
daughter of Redding and Rowens Childress 
Howington. David and Emma were parents 
of two children: an infant who was born and 
died in 1897, and James who was born in 
March 1899. James was a World War I 
veteran. He later married and reared a large 
family in Tupelo and New Albany, MS. 
David Courtney died June 14, 1929 at age 
93 and is buried in Shady Grove Cemetery. 
Emma Courtney died Nov. 14, 1951, and is 
buried at Johnson Cemetery, Wade, MS. (5) 
Jesse Courtney, born in 1835. He married 
Lucy ?. Their children are unknown. (6) Mary 
Courtney, born in 1841, untraced. (7) Susan 
Courtney, born in 1843, untraced. (8) Sarah 
“Sally’’ Courtney, born 1844, married 
Joseph Dickerson, a widower. Their children 
were: Mary Jane, born in 1867, died young; 
Matthew, born Oct. 27, 1873, married 
Hannah Davis; William, born Jan. 18, 1875, 
married Arcolia S. Eubanks; Joseph, born 
Oct. 5, 1877, married Mary Box; John, born 
May 1, 1879, married Julie Davis; Thomas 
Edwin born, Aug. 25, 1880, married 
Katherine ‘‘Kate’’ Eubanks; and Israel D., 
born Nov. 25, 1883, married Kate Ball. (9) 
Martha Courtney, born in 1845, untraced. 
(10) Elizabeth ‘‘Betty’’ Courtney, born in 
1847, untraced. (11) Patsy Courtney, born in 
1849. Untraced. (12) M.J. Courtney, born in 
1849, untraced. (13) Andrew Courtney, born 
in 1849, untraced. (14) Simon Courtney, born 
in 1849, untraced. Whether the above four 
children born in 1849, and with James in 
1860 were quadruples or whether an error 
was made by the census taker in recording 
their age is unknown. Another possibility is 
that all the children did not belong to James 
Courtney. (15) Louisa Jane Courtney, born 
in 1853, married Henry Augustus Ball. 
Their children were: Minerva, born in 1871; 
Mansfield Warren, born 1873; Sarah 
Malinda, born in 1878; Eliza Jane, born in 
1881; Victoria Evelyn, born in 1883; 
Florence Louella, born in 1886; and Norah 
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climbing out the window, removing the wool 
coat, and loosening the high, starched collar. 

Most people walked to church. A few had 
wagons or horses, and automobiles or trucks 
in later years. Huge nails were driven into 
the two large blackjack oaks in the front 
yard to tie the horses. People would come 
from miles around for Protracted Meetings, 
which sometimes lasted two weeks or longer. 
There were morning and night services, and 
one all-day gathering on a Sunday with 
dinner-on-the-grounds and children allowed 
to play, barefoot. The baptisms were usual- 
ly held in Whiskey Creek or Black Creek at 
Broome. 

On January 16, 1945, Letty Flurry sign- 
ed the Application for Membership in the 
Singing River EPA. The present block 
building was under construction, and would 
have electric lights! Constructed on 
Saturdays by members, and taking several 
years to complete, it consisted at that time 
of a sanctuary, Sunday School rooms, a 
hallway, and an entrance. The work was 
completed in the summer of 1950. The fur- 
niture from the Little White Church was us- 
ed until second-hand pews were purchased. 
Johnny Parker built a pulpit and communion 
table. 

Over the years, as God blessed Antioch, 
additions were made, and the building was 
remodeled. A fellowship hall, kitchen, and 
restrooms were added. The sanctuary was 
remodeled, new lighting installed, carpet 
laid, and new furniture purchased. Paneling 
covered the bare block walls, and the ceiling 
was raised. God’s house at Antioch had a 
new look. 

Christmas Eve Candlelight Communion 
Services, followed by a chili and salad 
fellowship supper, began each year at the 
candlelit church at midnight on Christmas 
Eve, these were sacred and joyful events 
which usually lasted until after 2:00 in the 
morning. 

In 1962, two members of the Antioch 
Women’s Society discussed the possibility 
of a joint Easter Sunrise Service. That year, 
Antioch UMC, Benndale Church of God, and 
First Baptist Church of Benndale gathered 
outside in the cold morning air to watch the 
sun come up and to worship our risen Lord. 
Later moved indoors, this has been a tradi- 
tional gathering enjoyed by the community 
ever since. 

Through the years, Antioch has been 
known as a quiet country church whose 
members believe that after a person is sav- 
ed by the Grace of God through faith in 
Jesus Christ, he or she should live in accor- 
dance with the principles taught in the Bible. 
It is a friendly church, welcoming visitors 
and new members to worship and fellowship 
in a church whose Christian tradition goes 
back over a century and a half.

COLUMBUS, Miss. (AP) ~~ Air Force Lt. Col Stefan Eisen 
gays politics and insufficient information will have no part in 
drawing up the military's 1995 base closure list. 

‘This one (the 1995 round of base closure) is going to have a 
lot more scrutiny,” said Eisen, commander of Columbus Air 
Force Base’s 37th Flying Training Squadron. “This one is going 
to be very criteria related.” 

Fisen, in remarks toa civic group here Wednesday, said cri- 
teria should be the sole judge in the final round of base closure. 

“They are going to say, ‘We need these missions. What hase 
can provide these facil ™ Bisen said. 

Base closure has been a fact of life since 1988 when Congress 
started reducing the military budget, the Canada native and 
Connecticut resident said. : 

“A large part of our structure was built to support the nuclear 
forces and the conventional forces that would follow a nuclear 
attack," he said. “This cut is a tough one because it’s the third.” 

All the bases that are still open are in top condition and 
choosing tn base to close will be tough, Eisen said. 

, cuts that are going to be made in ‘95 are going to be hard 
ones,” he said, “T he bases all have good potentia 

Eisen, who commands the T-37 jet trainer squadron, said 
joint flying training between the different services will be part 
of the military. 

* “I strongly believe we've been making a mistake by not hald- 
ing primary training jointly,” the 22-year Air Force veteran 
said.

The author cites more than births, deaths, and mar- 
riages. Among the types of items appearing in the book are: 
social notes on visiting relatives, or Leake Countians traveling to 
visit kin in other places; notes on illnesses, accidents, fires, and 
other disasters; comments by the editors or the correspondents 
referring to the character of individuals; articles on new homes, 
businesses, change of occupation, or people moving into or out 
we of the area; advertisements of local businesses and products; 
elections, pollworkers and public officials; school events and 
honor students; club meetings, church events and veterans 
reunions; court cases, court notices and homestead notices. 

Although the abstracts do not start until the early 1870s, 
references to the early years of Leake County are found in the 
letters to the editor, death notices, and other items. 

With the references in the homestead notices, the researcher 
may obtain land patent documents through the National Ar- 
chives. Also valuable are items showing the movement of people 
from place to place in the late 1800s. These give clues to their 
whereabouts between the censuses and often give hints or 
reasons of why they moved. People from many other locations 
are mentioned in the book, since the newspaper copied items 
from other weeklies about happenings in the neighboring coun- 
ties of Neshoba, Scott, Attala, Holmes, and other parts of the :
